gillionaire Facebook co-found- 
fr^ Zucke^Hi wants to 
change that. He announced Tues- 
day that the social networking 
site wants to “help solve the crisis” 
by allowing users to volunteer as 
potential organ donors in the U.S. 

“We think that a lot of people who might just be on the 
fence about whether or not they want to do this, could be 
convinced to do that,” Zuckerberg told ABC News. 

He described widespread acceptance of organ donation as “a 
shift in society that will probably take a while to fully take hold” 
until more Facebook users start sharing their experiences. 

“We could save thousands more lives a year if we had another 
20, 30, 40 million more people registered,” said David Flem- 
ing, president and CEO of Donate Life America, which is 
partnering with Facebook in this effort. 

The Facebook tool works like this: Users go to their time- 
lines, where under Life Event they will see a health and well- 
ness section. Zuckerberg said: “You put 
in, ‘I decided to be an organ donor’ 
and your state or country you live in 
and you can add a story about how you 
decided to be an organ donor.” 

A Facebook user will also see a Share 
Your Donor Status link when a friend’s do- 
nor update hits their news feed. 

The Facebook page also includes links to 
Donate Life America for people to become of- 
ficial donors. Going through an online state reg- 
istry or indicating you want to be a donor when 
you get your driver’s license means signing a legal 
agreement, unlike the Facebook pledge. 

“The Facebook partnership is an opportunity for 
people to share decisions,” Fleming said. “The most 
important part of this is actually registering to be a donor 
so that your wishes can be carried out. Sharing that deci- 
sion through Facebook is an opportunity to encourage your 
friends and family to also register.”

Occupy protesters, anti-war demonstrators and 
union supporters staged a series of May Day ral- 
lies and marches Tuesday with little disruption to 
the workday in Chicago’s business district. 

Protest groups and authorities alike saw the 
events as a tuneup for the May 20-21 NATO 
summit, which is expected to bring much bigger 
crowds seeking the spotlight at the gathering of 
world leaders.

Love it or hate it, Marilyn 
statue was talk of the town

The crowds began posing beneath the 26 -foot-tall 
Marilyn Monroe’s billowing skirt from the mo- 
ment Seward Johnson’s “Forever Marilyn” sculp- 
ture arrived in Pioneer Court in July, and they were 
doing so with just as much enthusiasm and amuse- 
ment Tuesday, a mere six days before the sculpture 
finally moves on to the next city 

Jenee Castellanos, associate curator at the Sculp- 
ture Foundation, said the group will announce the 
next city that will get to gawk at “Forever Mari- 
lyn” in a couple of weeks. Meanwhile, Zeller Re- 
alty Group folks (owners of Pioneer Court) aren’t 
saying what will replace her, or when. But don’t be 
shocked if Seward Johnson strikes again. 

“We’ve really enjoyed working with Seward 
Johnson,” Zeller executive assistant Melissa Far- 
rell said. “I can’t say for sure what the next work 
will be, the next installation, but we think his 


sculptures are very well-suited for our plaza.” 

“Forever Marilyn,” which re-creates the famous 
moment from the 1955 movie “The Seven Tear 
Itch” in which a New Tbrk subway grate blows the 
sex symbol’s skirt up, has been one of the city’s 
most discussed, most debated and most gawked-at 
works of public art. The New Jersey-based John- 
son’s previous installation in that space, a similarly 
oversized rendering of the couple from Grant 
Wood’s ‘American Gothic” called “God Bless 
America,” received plenty of attention but didn’t 
inspire countless passers-by to pose for photos 
while ogling the farmer wife’s underwear. 

Since Monday’s announcement that “Forever 
Marilyn” will become Gone Marilyn as of Monday 
the Twittersphere has been percolating with com- 
ments on the subject: “Looking up Marilyn Mon- 
roe’s skirt isn’t any less creepy because she’s a statue.” 

In August, virtualtourist.com ranked “Forever 
Marilyn” No. i among its Top 10 pieces of bad 
public art, citing its huge scale, “its impropriety 
given that the movie to which it pays tribute is 
set in NewTbrk and its perceived crudeness given 
that viewers are able to look directly up the screen 
siren’s dress.” 

But no matter; Zeller, which owns the plaza on 
the east side of Michigan Avenue between the 
Chicago River and Tribune Tower, considers the 
installation a success. 

“She’s the most photographed thing we’ve had 
on the plaza,” Farrell said. ‘AH hours of the day 
people are posing with her, taking pictures. We see 
it on our security cameras. She always has a crowd.”

“The defendants stand charged based not 
upon any words or beliefs they might espouse, 
but based upon their own plans and actions,” 
U.S. Attorney Steven Dettelbach said.

Menace is the order of the day in the latest 
trailer for Christopher Nolan’s feverishly an- 
ticipated “The Dark Knight Rises,” as Anne 
Hathaway’s Catwoman says ominous things, 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s Gotham beat cop 
looks awestruck, afraid and hopeful all at 
once, and Bane’s voice— if not his motives — 
becomes a little more clear. 

Batman is in the movie, too. 

Christian Bale spends a lot of time in Bruce 
Wayne mode, apparently being tormented by 
Tom Hardy’s Bane. Though Bane’s first trailer 
appearance left fans worried about whether 
they’d be able to understand the masked 
villain— his voice was a mix of formal and 
squeaky— Nolan seems to have made adjust- 
ments. Bane now sounds measured, icy and 
cruel as he explains to Wayne that he’s in for 
a lot of pain. 

“Why didn’t you just kill me?” asks a bat- 
tered Wayne. 

“Your punishment must be more severe,” 
responds Bane, going half Darth Vader. 

The jittery feeling that pervaded “The 



Dark Knight” looks to have been replaced by 
full-blown despair. 

Talking to Hathaway’s Selina Kyle, known 
in the comics, at least, as Catwoman, Bat- 
man doesn’t sound more optimistic about 
his survival than Bane does. (And his voice 
also sounds better than it did in “The Dark 
Knight.”) 

There’s also an insane jailhouse flip, two 
bridges exploding spectacularly, a kiss with 
Marion Cotillard, Michael Caine’s Alfred 
trying to make us cry an awesome flying 
contraption and many other things that 
may make you forget about “The Avengers.”

With sleek, splashy Italian hot spots such as 
RPM Italian and Filini opening recently it’s 
easy to forget their culinary grandfathers: 
the checkered-tablecloth, straw-wrapped- 
chianti-bottles-on-the-table restaurants. 
Volare, a 14-year-old Streeterville stalwart in 
the shadow of Michigan Avenue, was 
one of those classics, and after 
closing in March for remod- 
eling, it’s back in action. 

The interior has been 
spiffed up enough to 
look current, while 
servers in ties and 
complimentary 
bread baskets are 
just a few of the 
old-school details 
that remain. One 
notable menu update 
is the addition of piz- 
zas ($9 -$12), fired in the 
brick oven visible in the open 
kitchen behind the bar. 

The crust: When sliced into eighths, the 
central portion of the pizzas can’t stand up to 
the weight of the four or five toppings that 
grace each pie. Even when folded, the tip 
of the slice is still floppy but thankfully the 
crust— puffed, crunchy, and golden brown 
around the edges — ends each piece on a high 
note. 

The sauce: The menu lists San Marzano 
tomatoes as the sauce’s base, and it’s a detail 
worth noting. This Naples-grown variety of 
plum tomato adds a bright and tangy flavor 
that stands out even when challenged by 
meaty toppings. Two white pizzas (look for 
“bianca” on the menu) don’t skimp on the 


ricotta, a sweet and creamy substitute for red 
sauce that’s just as pleasing. 

The toppings: To the delight of carnivores, 
a hefty dose of salty paper-thin prosciutto 
ribbons cascade across three of the five 
pies. They’re best atop the Volare ($12), 

where ricotta, artichokes, and plum 
tomatoes balance the ham’s 
richness, as weU as the Bianca 
alia Prosciutto ($10), which 
counters the meatiness 
with slightly bitter 
arugula. Vegetarians are 
relegated to the standard 
margherita pizza ($9), 
the only meatless pie 
available. 

Other stuff: The pizzas 
^ vie for attention on the 
large, newly revamped menu, 
which is full of substantial 
portions of risotto, house-made 
pastas and classic Italian meat dishes. A 
few starters such as caprese salad ($12) and 
half-portions of pasta are a concession to the 
small-plates trend, but don’t expect this to be 
a light meal. 

Bottom line: A stronger, crispier dough 
would be a better vehicle for these flavorful 
sauces and plentiful toppings. Despite that 
literal flop, Volare is worth revisiting when 
you need to escape from your downtown 
office or Michigan Avenue traffic— especially 
when you’re feeling nostalgic for servers who 
still send you off with a hearty “Grazie!”

of small-town nostalgia tracks a la Miranda 
Lambert’s “The House That Built Me” and 
Jason Aldean’s “Fly Over States.” Faux- 
sentimental hogwash ... that gets me every 
time. 

Unfortunately Underwood has decided to 
go in what I assume she considers a “dark” 
direction. There’s an over-the-top revenge 
fantasy jam (“Two Black Cadillacs”) that 
will have you re-listening to make sure she’s 
really suggesting that, yes, a man’s wife and 
mistress have teamed up to off him. And the 


title track includes a too-low-for-her-voice 
chanting section that involves the lyrics, 
“There’s not enough wind in Oklahoma/ to 
rip the nails out of the past.” 

If your eyes already are rolling away 
I do not recommend skipping ahead to 
the reggae-tinged summer jam “One Way 
Ticket,” which reminds us that “life is like a 
ride on a party bus.”

When Mary Lindsey opened Jokes and Notes 
in January 2006, no one was more surprised 
than she.

“I tell you, I had no intention [of opening 
a new club},” she said. “But I would often run 
into comedians— around the city and when I 
was traveling in L. A.— that missed All Jokes 
Aside. They were like, ‘We need a hub to go 
and work out our magic.’ There was a huge 
void for the urban comics because there was 
no one in the city to represent them in a real 
comedy club format.” 

Former Aid. Dorothy Tillman, working to 
bring businesses to her Bronzeville ward to 
support re-gentrification efforts, eventually 
convinced Lindsey to open her new club. It 
regularly hosts national acts including George 
Willborn, Mo’Nique and Bill Bellamy along 
with weeknight local showcases and an open 
mic. The club has served as the springboard 
to the national spotlight for several house

What do you have planned for the 
anniversary celebration? 

It will be so fun. It’s going to be all the local 
comedians in the city on Friday night, and 
then Saturday night, I am going to actually 
showcase my house MCs — George Willborn, 
Marlon Mitchell, Damon Williams, Lil Rel, 
Tony Sculfield, Leon Rogers. The only one 


that won’t be there is Deon Cole ’cause he’s 
in L. A. He’s coming in soon though. 

But more importantly I’m giving back to 
the customers on both days — the Friday 8:30 
show and the Saturday 8:30 show, the first 
50 people in line will get free tickets. And 
we’re giving away door prizes, all kinds of 
giveaways. 

You mentioned that you surprised yourself 
by getting back into the comedy business. 
What else has surprised you? 

When I first opened the club, I was like, “I 
know we’re a black comedy club, but I don’t 
want to be cubbyholed.” After Year 2 or 3, 

I started to see the diversity of the com- 
ics. Now I have Latina, I have Irish, I have 
everybody performing on that stage. And so 
that old stigma— North Side comics will not 
come to the South Side; they will not come 
past 22nd [Street]- on any given Wednesday, 
I’ll have at least 10 white comics, and they’re 
well-received. 

How can you tell when a comedian’s got 
what it takes to be successful? 

They tend to be very consistent with writing; 


writing is really key And more comics are 
now trying to include a little bit of sketch 
comedy and that’s working really well. 

This generation of comics is very smart. 
They’re studying the Steve Harveys and the 
Mo’Niques and all those guys that have made 
it — Cedric [the Entertainer] and Bernie Mac. 
And it’s making them better comedians. 

You have a reputation as an enforcer-type 
businesswoman. What are your rules? 

I am a time titan. They have to respect the 
time. For national acts, I do have them sign 
a form that says that you will have to pay a 
fine if you go over the time. It’s not a banquet 
hall where we’re just having a party There’s 
a format here; it’s a business and I try to be 
consistent so that people waiting for the 
second show aren’t sitting outside in the 
cold or the heat when they could be enjoying 
themselves and having some cocktails. 

I also require them to have good stage 
presence physically to project a professional 
image. Because I think that if you want to be 
taken serious, you gotta dress the part.
